2.40 (b)(2) • Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 

programs Of adequate veterinary care that include: The use of 
appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat 
diseases and injuries, and the availability of emergency, 
weekend, and holiday care. 

(**Dog# 20 has excessive dental calculus on its teeth. Gum reddening 
on both upper arcades of teeth. Two inch circular mass on a righ- 
side mammary gland and one inch circular mass on lower left 
mammary gland. 

**Dog# 26 has excessive dental calculus on its teeth. Gum reddening 
on both upper arcades of teeth. Accumulation of white/gray material 
on upper right pre-molars. Excessively long nails. 

**Dog# 115 Coat matted throughout. Accumulation of black material 
around both eyes. Excessively long nails. 

**Dog# 2 and 52 had heavy accumulation of dental calculi buildup. 
Red swollen gums. Areas of receding gum line.) 

2.40(b)(3) • Each dealer or exhibitor shall establish and maintain 

programs of adequate veterinary care that include: Daily 
observation of all animals to assess their health and well- 
being; Provided, however, that daily observation of animals 
may be accomplished by someone other than the attending 
veterinarian; and Provided, further, that a mechanism of 
direct and frequent conimunication is required so that timely 
and accurate information on problems of animal health, 
behavior, and well-being is conveyed to the attending 
veterinarian. 

(Documentation was not available for two dogs identified during 
inspection in need of veterinary care and a third dog in need of 
grooming.)

3.1 (c)(3) • Hard surfaces with which the dogs come in contact must be 

spot-cleaned daily and sanitized in accordance with Sec. 
3.11(b) of this subpart to prevent accumulation of excreta and 
reduce disease hazards. All other surfaces of housing facilities 
must be cleaned and sanitized when necessary to satisfy 
generally accepted husbandry standards and practices. 
Sanitization may be done using any of the methods provided 
in Sec. 3.11(b)(3) for primary enclosures. 

(Washdowns have accumulation of organic debris and staining 
throughout both kennels. Grime and debris on the water lines in the 
small kennel. Wire enclosure tops throughout the facility are 
covered with dust and dirt. Several whelping boxes in the smaller 
kennel have fecal smearing and organic debris on interior surfaces. 
Small kennel outdoor runs have hair and debris hanging below.)
